The Arkansas plan largely fol- 
lows that of Georgia, Mississippi 
and South Carolina. It allows the 
state government to withdraw all 
state funds and forbid the use of 
local. Georgia’s law goes further 
than others and makes it a felony 
to attempt to operate a school 
with locally raised funds. 


In general, these states plan to 
close the buildings and officially 
declare them no longer available 
for public schools. They then will 
proceed to lease the buildings to 
private operators. The _ states 
also have stand-by laws author- 
izing the governor to pay state 
funds to children with the pro- 
vision that the money be used for 
“education.” While no state 
seems to have spelled this out, 
the present. idea is that in gen- 
eral it would be the amount spent 
by the state on a per-pupil basis. 

Some very good lawyers say 
that this is so plainly a deliber- 
ate evasiori of the court’s con- 
stitutional interpretation as to be 
illegal on its face. Others say 
that if the state provides money 
and leases the buildings it is then 
in the school business and would 
be engaged unconstitutionally. 
But, of course, there are many 
lawyers, especially those who 
most bitterly assail the court, who 
argue such evasions are legal. 


None May Say 


Until final judgment none may 
say which is right. 

Meanwhile, it is difficult for a 
newspaper, television or radio 
commentator to write or speak 
in this field except in terms ex- 
treme or in weakling vagaries. 
So emotionally committed are 
most persons in the Deep South 
that those who do not agree are 
damned as enemies and worse. 

But the fact remains that even 
in so torrid a climate there is a 
place for the moderate or the per- 
son who believes in due process 
of law. 

To take such a stand is not at 
all to be ‘‘for’’ or “‘against’’ seg- 
regation. One’s personal feelings, 
however strong, are not relevant 
to the over-all duty. Thousands 
of such persons have held to this 
position. Many of them are 
strongly against the court deci- 
sion. They strongly dislike the 
idea of desegregation. They may 
be Christians who cannot recon- 
cile discrimination. They may be 
persons who say, “I hate the 
court decision. I wish it had never 
been made. But I am an Ameri- 
can and I will put my country’s 
institutions above my personal 
likes and dislikes.”’ 

To say that such persons are 
“for” integration is not the truth. 
It is a distortion of the facts. 
How many are there? In the Vir- 
ginia election some 33 per cent 
of the vote went against the win- 
ner in an all-out campaign based 
on the issue. In Arkansas Gov. 
Faubus received about 67 per cent 
of the vote and of the 33 per 
cent, an estimated 12 per cent 
was Negro. One may be sure that 
few of these were “‘for’’ school 
desegregation. They responded to

The person whose love for his 
state and region includes its fu- 
ture, and who knows even a lit- 
tle history, is aware that at least 
41 of the states have met, or are 
seeking to meet the issue with 
due processes of law.

Reds Agree 
To Date of 
Atom Talks

LONDON—Premier Khrushchev 
said Friday night the Soviet 
Union was willing to begin talks 
with the United States and Brit- 
ain on Oct. 31 on suspension of 
nuclear weapons tests. He said 
the tests should be banned for- 
ever. 


The end of October was sug- 
gested for such talks by the 
United States and Britain a week 
ago when they announced a 
year’s suspension of tests. The 
“vestern suspension, it was an- 
nounced, would be conditional on 
Russia not resuming tests and her 
willingness to negotiate a three- 
power suspension agreement un- 
der effective international con- 
trol. 

The British announcement then 
suggested that the talks begin 
in New York. Khrushchev said he 
regarded Geneva as the most 
suitable place for the meeting. 


PRAVDA TOLD 


His statement was made to 
Coinmunist newspaper Pravda 
and was broadcast by Tass, the 
Soviet press agency. 

The Russian leader wove into 
his acceptance of the Western in- 
vitation some curt charges of 
Western bad faith. 

“The talks,”” Khrushchev said, 
“must be aimed at the conclu- 
sion of an agreement for the ban- 
ning forever of all tests of nu- 
clear weapons by all countries.” 

That is further than the U‘S. 
and British proposals went for 
they did not include France, 
which is expected soon to be a 
nuclear power. 


VICIOUS CIRCLE 


The Russian premier's state- 
ment, broadcast from Moscow in 
the English language, continued: 

“The vicious circle created by 
the opponents of a universal end- 
ing of tests has closed again. 
Now that it has become clear to 
all that control is quite feasible 
they are saying once again in 
Washington and London that. the 
problem of ending nuclear tests 
can be solved only in connection 
with the solution of other dis- 
armament problems.” 

The West has always linked the 
issue of nuclear disarmament 
with conventional weapons dis- 
armament and _ reduction of 
armed forces.

Georgia took in $638,438.85 more 
in taxes in August of 1958 than 
it did the year before, State Rev- 
enue Commissioner T. V. Williams 
reported Friday. 

The August total this year was 
$20,817,674.85. 

Williams said the increase in 
motor fuel tax and sales tax col- 
lections indicated an upturn in 
business. 

But most of the increases came 
from improved collection methods, 
he stated. 

Motor fuel tax collections were 
up $67,000 this year from last 
August, and sales tax receipts up 
$444,000. Income tax was down 
$66,000, wine tax down $10,000, 
liquor tax up $16,000 and malt 
beverage tax up $250,000. 

During the first two months 
of the current fiscal year, reve- 


nue collections have been almost 
$1.5 million more than for a sim- 
ilar period in the preceding year.

Ingram. 

Ingram and Jenkins, a Negro 
whom the government contended 
was a chief lieutenant in In- 
gram’s operations, were both 
convicted on three counts, one for 
conspiracy and two substantive 
counts. Each was sentenced to 
a total of six years in prison. 


The others were convicted on 
the conspiracy count only and re- 
ceived sentences ranging from 
probation to three years in prison.

WASHINGTON (7 — 


Eisenhower signed 42 more bills. Friday, including one | 
to boost Social Security benefits and taxes. 


Four of the bills receiving Ei- 
genhower’s approval appropriate 
a total of more than 10 billion 
dollars for various government 
undertakings at home and abroad. 

The President took advantage of 
a delay in his scheduled departure 
by air for Newport, R.I., to act 
on the measures. He also got in a 
round of golf and a couple of con- 
ferences while waiting for the hur- 
ricane-ruffied weather off new 
England to clear. 

The money bills provide $3,298,- 
092,500 for foreign military and 
economic aid; $6.090,156,900 for 
federal independent offices; 
$1,354,000,000 for military construc- 
tion at continental and foreign 
posts; and $328,000,000 for U.S. 
help to West Europe in developing 
an atomic power pool. 


ACREAGE CUTBACKS 


Other measures approved in- 
cluded one permitting reductions 
in some farm price supports and 
preventing scheduled acreage cut- 
backs for cotton and rice next 
year. Another receiving approval, 
but with some criticism, would re- 
quire administrators of employe 
welfare and pension funds to dis- 
close how they handle the money. 

Two minor bills were pocket- 
vetoed. The President thus dis- 
posed of 44 more of the measures 
sent to him in the last days of the 
recently adjourned Congress. This 
left 135 bills still to be acted on. 

The President said the increases 
in Social Security benefits and 


taxes are desirable in the light of 


economic changes since these pro- 
visions were last amended four 
years ago. 
MORE CRITICAL 

But he expressed concern over 
a provision increasing by 197 mil- 
lion dollars a year tlhe federal con- 


tribution toward public assistance | 


programs for the needy, aged and 


disabled. He said such an increase | 
“can lead only to a weakening of | 


the responsibility of the states and 
communities’ in this field. 

Eisenhower was even more crit- 
ical of the welfare fund disclosure 
bill. He said it establishes a prece- 
dent of federal responsibility in 
this area but nothing else. 


He added that if the bill is to 


be effective it will require exten- 
sive amendment. 

Sen. John F. Kennedy (D-Mass), 
one of the Senate sponsors of the 
legislation, called it “‘an historic 
first step in labor reform as well 
as in the protection of 80 million 
beneficiaries.”

WASHINGTON (#—U:S. officials 
said Friday that President Eisen- 
hower has decided to draw the 
line on Red China’s expansionism. 
But they refused to say if this 
meant he would fight for Quemoy, 
important Chinese Nationalist out- 
post bombed and threatened by 
the Reds day after day. 

Officials said Eisenhower is try- 
ing to sway the Peiping regime 
out of an invasion. They said the 
goal is to convince the Commu- 
nists, without appearing to rattle 
the saber, that an attack would 
be folly. 

Eisenhower, Secretary of State 
Dulles, Secretary of the Army Wil- 
ber M. Brucker and other top of- 
ficils have spoken out. But nobody 
has ever yet said clearly, either 
publicly or privately, just what 
this country would do if the Red 


Chinese do invade the offshore 
Nationalist islands. 


NO APPEASING 


It was emphasized in private 
conversations that Eisenhower 
feels there is no appeasing Red 
China, that Peiping must be made 
to realize aggressive thrusts will 
be met with U. S. strength and 
determination.

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Secret U.S. Device Can Use Moon 


THE HAGUE, Neherlands (AP) 


—The Unied States, an American | 


congressman reported Friday, has 
developed electronic equipment 
capable of using the moon to spy 
out what is going on over the en- 
tire face of the earth. 

He hinted that it could be 
used to detect instantaneously the 
launching of intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles or nuclear explo- 
sions. 

“We can monitor the whole 
world,” Rep. James G. Fulton 
(R - Pa) told reporters. ‘This 
equipment is now being installed. 
It uses the moon as an artificial 


satellite. It is startling. It is a 


great breakthrough.”’ 


Fulton talked to newsmen after 
referring publicly to the moon 
system at a session here of the 
International Astronautical Feder- 
ation. The federation is meeting 
in Amsterdam but some delegates 
agg here for a meeting on space 

w. 

Fulton is a member of the 
House Committee for Astronautics 
and Exploration of Outer Space. 
There was a brief mention of the 
moon reconnaissance system at a 
congressional hearing last April, 
but at that time Rear Adm. John 
T. Hayward, chief of naval re- 
search and development, gave no 
details . 

Fulton said the system works 
on a principle of ion emission. 
Ions are electrified atoms. He im- 
plied, without spelling out details, 
that the detection works by spot- 
ting ionization created by such 
forces as rocket launchings or ex- 
plosions.

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Paint Assn. Makes 
Belated Proposal 


A paint association which represents 
46 companies has asked the State of 
Georgia not to get into the paint busi- 
ness but to do a carefully regulated trade 
with established companies. 

The association suggests rules for 
such purchases by the state. They are 
good rules and are as follows: 


1. Furnish specifications as part of the 
bids. 

2. Send invitations to all reputable com- 
panies and manufacturers of paints or their 
designated distributors. 

3. Require ‘“‘middle-man” firms to cite 
their supplier. 

4. Require bidders to certify whether an 
agent or person outside his own organiza- 
tion has received or will receive any fee 
in connection with the bid. 


The Atlanta Constitution urged, at the 
time the governor announced he would 
put the state convicts to making paint, 
that legitimate business with taxpaying 
businessmen was much more preferable. 

Putting the state in the paint business 
is the wrong approach. All that was 
needed was for the state to get rid of the 
broker-business, middleman plan and 
to buy paint as cheaply as do our sister 
states. It was simple—just pay ‘what 
others pay—not more. 

We still feel that way. 

But we also wish to be candid. One 
of the things that makes for corrupt buy- 
ing practices in this or any other state is 
the connivance of businessmen. Some of 
them are so eager to get state business 
they will make almost any sort of agree- 
ment to get it. The state can’t do expen- 
sive, padded purchasing unless the busi- 
nessman participates in the scheme. A 
number of firms in paint and other fields 
of enterprise have refused to join in such 
practices. But many of them play ball. 

Why, we ask, is the paint association 
so late in urging such rules? Where was 
the association when the state was pay- 
ing more money for paint than its neigh- 
bors? 

It isn’t too impressive to wait until 
the business is about to be lost before 
business morality raises its voice. We 
could well understand if the governor 


and his people are contemptuous of this _ 


belated appeal. 

Nonetheless we strongly support the 
paint association and welcome its recom- 
mendations on the basis that it is better 
late than never. 

If it and other organizations will dis- 
courage their members and those outside 
it from being willing to do business which 
involves fees and padding, the taxpayer 
will get a break.

Traffic Problem Here 


Requires Firm Action 


Traffic Engineer Karl Bevins’ op- 
position to a grand jury recommendation 
to increase speed limits on expressways is 
based on a long and careful study. 

Although a better flow of traffic is 
a desirable goal and one which must be 
approached from all angles, safety must 
never be sacrificed in the effort to attain 
the objective. 

Much more serious than the problem 
on the expressways is that of improving 
or even maintaining the present rate of 
vehicular movement in the downtown 
area. 

The solution to a very large extent is 
contingent upon extension of parking 
bans on heavily traveled streets in line 
with recommendations of the Atlanta 
Traffic and Transportation Commission, 
elimination of left turns at busy inter- 
sections wherever feasible and desig- 
nation of additional areas where one lane 
is devoted to exclusive use of trolleys and 
buses. 

Moreover, there must be strict en- 
forcement of existing parking restric- 
tions. Cars parked along such thorough- 
fares as DeKalb avenue and Memorial 
drive during the rush hours, for ex- 
ample, servé to defeat the effectiveness 
of the lane-lights system. 

The day has long since gone when 
Atlanta could afford to waste street space 
in its core area or on its arteries lead- 
ing into the downtown section. The soon- 
er would-be parkers are made to realize 
that fact, the better.

Why Not Be Realistic 
About Mental. Health? 


The Georgia Assn. of Mental Health 
says that the state’s new law on commit- 
ment of the mentally ill is being ignored 
and is endangered for lack of use. There 
seems to be several reasons for this, pri- 
marily stemming from the fact its use is 
optional. 


In addition there appears to be con- 
siderable misunderstanding of what the 
new law is as well as some ambiguities in 
the law itself. 


The association recommends that the 
next Legislature clarify the law. One of 
the best methods of doing this should be 
to remove the optional clause. Certainly 
ordinaries and others concerned with 
commitments to the state hospital would 
be reluctant to change from the old prac- 
tices they know so well. 

Georgia still has a long way to go 
along the road to realism in handling the 
mental health problem. It is not mere 
happenstance that our record in restor- 
ing the mentally ill to health is the 
worst in the nation. Jt is no accident 
either that the State Hospital at Mil- 
ledgeville has such a huge population. 

As long as we consider the mentally 
ill as primarily a welfare problem and 
the instituticn at Milledgeville a custodial 
center for all types of afflicted, including 
the senile and the alcoholic, the situation 
will not improve. And until it becomes a 
little more difficult to commit the un- 
wanted to Milledgeville, its population 
will continue to grow. 

Mental health-is a medical.as well as 
a welfare problem. Until more attention 
is given to the medical aspects, little 
progress can be made in meeting it.

Macon — As the politicians in-

Three for the Book 


Some colleges change football coaches almost as 
often as the French substitute premiers. The coach 
either has a losing season and gets the boot, or uses a 
successful campaign as a springboard to greener pas- 
tures. 

‘With coaches flitting around like gypsies each fall, it’s refresh- 
ing to note that three men in our section have remained on the 
same campuses for a combined total of 74 years. 

The late Bill Alexander plucked 
Bobby Dodd off the Tennessee campus 
in 1931. Dodd is now starting his 28th 
season at the Flats. The same year 
that Dodd checked in at Tech, Jess 
Neely hired a city slicker named Frank 
Howard at Clemson. Nationally famous 
now at the Country Squire, Howard 
doesn't like to be reminded that he 
was once a dashing don in a tuxedo. 


In 1939 a high school coach 
who had lost only 10 games in as 
many years joined Joel Hunt's 
staff at Georgia. Wallace Butts is 
now beginning his 21st campaign 
in the Classic City, his 20th as a 
head coach. 


Butts holds the longevity record 
among active mentors from a stand- 
point of continuous service as a head 
coach at the same site. Howard and 
Neely are runners-up with 18 years in the log. 

Other institutions could take a cue from the two\Peach State 
schools and Clemson. Get the man you want and keep™him. The 
colleges have backed the coaches during losing seasons, and the 
three men have rejected countless bids from other colleges. 


—For the Record, 323 Wins. 21 Bowls 


Tech, in particular, has a fabulous record for supplying security 
for its coaches. John Heisman, the first official Jacket boss, re- 
mained at the Flats for 16 years. Coach Alex ruled with a stern 
hand for 25 years. including eight straight losing seasons. And, of 
course, Dodd is beginning his 14th year as the head man. Fifty-four 
years of football and only three head coaches, a record unparalleled 
in college football. 

There is no official certification but Butts and Dodd probably 
have been on the payroll Jonger than any two coaches in the same 
state: They've served a total of 47 years. 

Butts, Dodd and Howard have a combined record of 323- 
172-24. They have produced 21 bow! teams. All three are listed 
in college foothall’s top 20 winners. 

Dodd ranks second only to Oklahoma's Bud Wilkinson on a 
percentage basis. His Jackets have sacked 105 victories. lost only 
32. tied five. Butts’ Buildogs have won 120 games. dropped 75 and 
tied nine. Howard needs two more triumphs to hit the centurv 
mark. His Tigers have lost 65, tied 10. To balance the budget, 
Georgia and Clemson have played over half of their games on 
foreign fields. 

The three gentlemen have enjoyed virtually every honor college 
football has to bestow. Dodd has recorded a periect bowl record 
which isn't likely to be fractured. During his 13-year regime as 
head coach, Tech has sat on the winning bench in eight bow! 
_ games. The Jackets spent six straight holiday seasons on the bowl 
battlefront. Georgia has played in seven bowls, two more than 
Clemson. 

These coaches rank at the top of their profession on and off the 
field. They are in constant demand at clinics, and they can't possi- 
bly fill all the banquet invitations.

_—Seventy-four Years on the Same Campuses 


If Howard wasn't devoted to football, he probably would be a 
‘ TV star. Few mer are more humorous than the Baron from Barlow 
- Bend. He wowed ’em in Europe this summer while conducting an 
Army-sponsored clinic. Dodd also glows in front of a camera, and 
‘ Butts is tops in the banquet league. 
All three gentlemen will add interesting chapters to their 
‘ memoirs this season. With a corps of battle-tested vets, Georgia 
- could enjoy its finest season in a decade. The Bulldogs won only 
’ three games last year but staged a whirlwind finish, almost up- 
- getting Auburn before downing Tech for the first time in nine years. 
; Rebounding from a 4-4-2 year, Tech has the backfield weapons 
to shoot down the best in the conference. If the troops mature 
in the line, the Jackets will have plenty of sting. 

Reports from Clemson are very bright. The Tigers just may 
have the best quarterback in college football in Harvey White. And 
Howard just may have the best team in the Atlantic Coast Con- 
ference. 

Howard offers a more colorful analysis. “We could be enjoy- 
ing a bowl game somewhere Jan. 1,"’ Howard says, “‘or we could 
be back home looking at 10 football films and wondering wot 
hoppened.”’ 

Regardless of what happens this fall, Butts, Dodd and Howard 
are monuments to their profession. They've been in business a long 
time. and it will be a long time before you find three neighboring 
coaches with a con_bined total of 74 years on the same campuses.

Philadelphia has many points 
of interest, including the Liberty 
Bell, but the main point of in- 
terest, as far as most teen- 
agers are concerned, is Ameri- 
can Bandstand. 

Numerous tourists join Phila- 
delphia teens for daily visits to 
the dance party. A trip to the 
“City of Brotherly Love’’ to at- 
tend Bandstand was the high- 
light of my vacation trip. 

We weren't familiar with the 
Philadelphia area, so we didn’t 
allow ourselves enough time to 
reach the WFIL-TV studio be- 
fore 2:30, when Bandstand goes 
we'd made 
reservations more than a month 
in advance, ‘cause the line of 
people hoping to get in was a 
long one, and their chances slim. 
The studio will admit only a 
certain number and if there is 
any room left after those who 
have reservations are admitted, 
the first ones in line join the 
fun. Teens stand in line for 
hours each day. 

In the basement of the studio 
there is a large room, equipped 
with tables, chairs, soft drink 
machines and a TV set. This 
room is provided for the par- 
ents, and it was there Mother 
viewed the program. 


‘MORE HANDSOME’ 


Dick Clark is even more hand- 
some in person than on TV. He 
has light brown hair, brown 
eyes and dresses very well. If 
possible, his magnetic charm 
and personality is much more 
evident off screen. 

The teens who come to Band- 
stand every day are well known 
to most regular viewers. (A 
good illustration of this is 
when they line up during the 
break between 3:30 and 4:00 to 
receive their mail. A big cor- 
rugated box is brought in from 
the office and the letters and 
packages distributed by staff 
members. Usually, after looking 
over their mail and gifts, they 
put them in the back of the 
studio on racks provided for 
their personal belongings until 
after the show.

We are a group of teen-age 
girls who would like your opin- 
ion about some things we con- 
sider serious.
